DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hazeu 
et al (5836030). 

Hazeu et al discloses the invention as claimed in claims 1-29. Hazeu et al 
disclose a brush head (fig.9 and 9) having bristle support (16&14), an array of 
bristles (12&10), motor (28), tooth brush (1 with handle 2), bristle support 
segment (73) with cam surface underneath being the cam engagement (61); and 
drive means (33). 

Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

a. There is a new art rejection the elements are shown as well as the 
function. The applicant should focus on the structural differenences and how the 
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invention is configured because tliere is some possible subject matter that may 
read over the prior.
